We left Boulder at 9:40 a. m;, and 


t was only a lew minutes until we 
ame to Boulder canon, which is one 


>f the most beaufiful canons of the 
locky Mountains. 


It was here we received our first 


aste of mountain scenery and as we 
;azed upon the high walls of gray and 
;redn granite with an occasional 
tatch of shrubbery 
which. autumn 


had changed from green to a beautiful 
golden color, and the tall pines rock- 
d by the wind which beat upon them, 
we were. held, in awe <»by the mighty 
scenes which the hand of nature had 
spent years of time in perfecting. 


Between .these -walls of granite 
owed a stream whose source is in 
he glaciers of the "Sangre de .Cristo 
Range," far above timber line and 
ightly leaping from rock to rock this 
tream of purity, fragrant with the in- 
igorating odor of health giving bal- 
am distilled from the pine, the spruce 
,nd the fern to be utilized as a natural 
onic to the sun dried plains in the 
alley far below. 
At places in the stream gold wash- 


ng can be seen and all along the gran- 
te walls are tunnels 
made by the 


turdy miners in search of golden 
reasures. 


Reaching Sunset at an elevation of 


800. feet we began to climb Giants 
^adder, where the track is very steep; 
Lnd many sharp curves are encounter-

oassed a few minutes' before.

;ast you see the great plains, to the 
iorth Long's Peak, which is the'high- 
,-st mountains in Colorado, to the west 
he Arapahoes with their-snow capped 
>eaks unsurpassed 
in grandeur by 


he neighboring • range, to the south 
Cray's Peak, which was almost ob- 
structed from view by smoke from a 
•aging forest fire. 


The distance to Ward is now but 


;en miles and the ascent is very steep. 
''t is here we- see the mountain slopes 
covered with tall pines intermingled 
.vith golden hues of assidous trees 
Torming a scene of beauty never to be 
'orgotten. 


Lakes are common on top of these' 


'ugh mountains and several are within 
1 short distance of the road. A. water 
course coming down

.nountain is seen a few minutes later 
where it seems as far below us as it 
had appeared above us a few minutes 
previous, the ascent being so steep. 


We reached Ward at twelve o'clock

Partaking of a good lunch a^ 


ing for a couple of hours, we boarded 
the train for home, feeling that we had 
been well paid for our trip over the 
Colorado Northwestern road known as 
the Switzerland and Trail of America 
where the greatest feat of engineering 
skill was ever performed in building 
a roarl.

Dost Time to Move Decs.

A PACE TO PEACE. 


Disorderly Conditions Prevail In 


the Sultan's Domain. 


POWERS TO TAKE JOINT ACTION. 


Empress Dowager of China About to 


Name a Boxer Leader New Ileir to 
the, Throne—Synopsis of the Man» 
churlan Convention—Other Foreign 
Intelligence. 
Paris, Oct. 22.—The fact that France 


has not yet employed coerciye meas- 
ures to enforce a settlement of the 
Lorarido claim by Turkey is due to 
the unsettled condition of the interior 
of that country. It is feared that such 
action might bring about the disrup- 
tion of Turkey. The misgoverument 
of Macedonia, the excesses committed 
in Armenia and the dissension in the 
island of Crete have reached such a 
point as to constitute a menace to 
peace. The powers, acting on the in- 
itiative of Russia and France, are now 
discussing the basis of an understand- 
ing for joint representation to the 
porte and for eventually obliging .the 
sultan not only to carry out the 
clauses of the treaty of Berlin relating 
to Macedonia- and Armenia, but to 
give guarantees for further reforms 
and the settlement of numerous pend- 
ing questions. 


New Heir to Chinese Throne. 


Peking, Oct. 22.—A new heir to the 


throne will be appointed when the 
dowager empress meets Prince Ching 
and several of the viceroys at Kai- 
Feng, capital of the province of Ho- 
Nan, where there will be a general 
discussion of the affairs of the empire. 
This news is believed to be authentic, 
as it.was rceived from high Chinese 
officials. The present heir has proved 
to be dissipated and uncontrollable. 
Moreover, his father's status as a ban- 
ished prince makes his succession con- 
trary to Chinese traditions. The can- 
didate of the empress is said to be 
Peitze, a nephew of Prince Tuan, who 
is intellectually weak. He participat- 
ed in the Boxer aggressions, person- 
ally leading an attack on the French 
cathedral. The reform faction disap- 
proves of the selection and suggests 
that the powers oppose it if the em- 
press wishes to carry it out. Prince 
Ching starts about Nov. 1 from here 
to act as grand marshal of the court 
on its journey from Kai-Feng. 


Manchurian Convention. 


London. Oet. 22.—A summary of the 


Manchurian 
convention, which Li 


Hung Chang and M. Lessar (Russian 
minister at Peking) are negotiating, is 
telegraphed from Shanghai. Accord- 
ing to this Russia agrees to return to 
China the three provinces of Lia- 
Tung, 
Kirin 
and - Hei-Lung-Kiang, 


north of the Sungari river, and to 
withdraw, the Russian, troops from 
Liao-Tung during the current year 
and .from the other two provinces 
gradually within two years. China 
agrees to employ Russian officers to 
drill the Manchu troops of Tscheng 
Chi, 
the Tartar general of Mukden. 


This convention is so favorable to 
China that it is considered probable 
another agreement exists which is 
still kept secret. 


Chamber of Deputies Resumes. 
Paris, Oct. 22.—The chamber of dep- 


uties resumed its sitting in the last 
session but one before dissolution. 
Premier Waldeck-Rousseau will meet 
it as the head of the longest lived 
ministry of the present republic. The 
heaviest work before the 
chamber 


will be the adoption of the.budget for 
1902, 
which will lead to big debates. 


Owing to important decisions taken 
by the budget commission entirely up- 
setting the calculations of the finance 
minister, Caillaux, the latter made a 
number of propositions to meet the 
deficit, which amounts to 50.000,000 
francs. 


No News of Miss Stone. 


Constantinople, Oct. 22. — The offi- 


cials of the United States legation are 
still without news from the mission- 
aries who are seeking to make an ar- 
rangement with the abductors of Miss 
Ellen M. Stone and her companion, 
Mme. 
K. S. Tsilka. It is regarded as 


probable that the missionaries will 
use the nearest -telegraph only when 
the terms of ransom are settled, di- 
recting where and how the cash shall 
be sent. 


Regulations of Martial Law. 


Cape Town, Oct. 22. — The regula- 


tions of martial law, which have just 
been published, provide that the ordi- 
nary law shall hold good as far as 
possible, with necessary restrictions 
regarding the movements of persons 
dealing in contraband, the possession 
of firearms and explosives, etc. Let- 
ters and telegrams are subject to cen- 
sorship. The regulations are adminis- 
tered by the civil authorities. 


Colombian Rebels Worsted. 


Kingston, Jamaica, Oct. 22.—Letters 


received here from Panama say the 
Colombian rebels lost heavily in a bat- 
tle near there last Tuesday. The 
rebels are concentrating in a camp in 
the neighborhood and both sides are 
preparing for a clash which, it is ex- 
pected, will largely determine the fate 
of the revolution. 


Kitchener's Demand. 


London, Oct. 22. — The Daily Ex- 


press learns that Lord Kitchener has 
wired an urgent demand to the war 
office for more trained mounted men. 


Horses For the British. 


Cheyenne, Oft 22.—The British gov- 


ernment has placed an order with a 
firm of Sheridan, Wy., for 1,500 head 
of cavalry horses for Sojth Africa. 
Several thousand head of young Wyo- 
ming horses have been purchased by 
the English during the past two years, 
And almost ail of the animals nave 
been sent .to South Africa.

Smith, its teller, and Swift, its book- 
keeper, on 'i hursday last, is far great- 
er than was suspected by those direct- 
ly connected with the bank. ' The se- 
curities and moneys returned to the 
directors by Hon. John -C. Burke, 
counsel for Swift, represented a total, 
it is understood, of about $800,000. Mr. 
Burke said that no agreement was en- 
tered upon to shield his client, for, he 
added, "that would be illegal." When 
told that it was understood that Unit- 
ed States officers were searching for 
the men, Mr. Burke said it would be 
useless. It is known that Mrs. Smith 
and Mrs. Swift have been in commu- 
nication with their husbands since the 
securities were returned. Beyond the 
bank directors' statement that the 
bank's loss is $115,000, there has been 
no additional bulletin, although one 
was expected. The bank examiner is 
now at work on the books. 


The loss of the bank, it is under- 


stood, is made up of two items; first, 
the stealings of the two men during 
the past two years, as shown now by 
the books; secondly, that part of the 
cash included in the loot retained by 
Smith and Swift as the price of their 
bargain 
to return 
the 
securities. 


These "valuable securities," as de- - 
scribed by one director, were returned 
in carpet bags, and represented bonds, 
notes and other negotiable papers and 
big bunches of money* all supposed to 
have been taken frorapphe bank vault 
just prior to the time the men disap- 
peared on Thursday night.
